Accord- 
ing to details of the capture e% Ros- 
tovoon-Don printed in Petrograd, there 
were six days of fighting before the 
Cossacks entered the town last Sat- 
urday. The Red Guards lost 800 men 
Killed and 100 wounded in the‘fight- 
to: the Red: Guard; whom they hate: 
The Bolsheviki chiefs fled the town on 
board warships. The cruiser Kolkk- 
ivida grounded in the river and was 
destroyed by Cossack artillery. There 
has been no important fighting at 
Nakhitchevan, province of the Don, 
where the Bolsheviki troops have 
fraternized with the Cossacks. A 
clash has occurred between the Bol- 
sheviki and Ukrainians at Bolgrad, 
Bessarabia. The-town is on fire. 

-HILL TRIBES HAVE RISEN. 

The Terek and Kuben Cossacks 
are reported to be expecting trouble 
in their territory, the hill: tribes of 
the Northern Caucasus having arisen. 
Some of the Cossacks in the Don 
territory are dissatisfied with their 
leaders, it is said. Combating reports 
in circulation that the Bolsheviki com- 
missioners have refused to convene 
the ‘constituent assembly, Moses Urit- 
zky, commissioner for elections to the 
assembly has issued a manifesto in 
which he gives assurance that the 
assembly will be summoned as soon as 
the 400 deputies have registered them- 
selves at his bureau. 

It is said that a great quantity of 
valuable property has been taken from 
houses of the rich in Petrograd by the 
mobs that have been searching for 
liquor.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
ESSENTIAL TO AN 
ENDURING PEACE 


LORD ROBERT CECIL THINKS IT 
MUST ESSENTIALLY BE ONE 
OBJECT OF ANY FUTURE 
PEACE. 


London, December 20.—Speaking in 
the House of Commons, Lord Robert 
Cecil, minister of blockade, said he did 
not believe any member of the govern- 
ment advocated an economic war after 
the war, but could not agree that Great 
Britain should go short of raw mat- 
erials for the sake of supplying Ger- 
many. He could not state the ultim- 
ate terms of peace that the British 
seek, but was convinced that Britain 
would never abandon’ undertakings 
given to the allies. He looked for- 
ward to a stronger alliance of Great 
Britain and the allies with the Uni- 
ted States. 

A league of nations must be one 
object of any peace, the minister de- 
clared. He would not remain a mem- 
ber of any government which did not 
make the establishment of such a 
league one of its main objects.

WHOLE DOMINION 
EXCEPTING QUEBEC’ | 
GOES BONE DRY 


DRASTIC LIQUOR ORDINANCE 
PASSED BY UNION GOVERN- 
MENT AFFECTING WHOLE 
OF CANADA. 


Ottawa, December 22.—Official an- 
nouncement was made by the prime 
minister at noon today of the prohibi- 
tion of the importation of intoxicating 
liquors into Canada after Monday 
next.. The only exception is in the 
case of purchases made before that 
date. 

The announcement reads: 

““On December 17 the people gave 
to the government an unmistakeable 
mandate for the vigorous prosecution 
of the war and for the employment of 
all the country’s energies and resour- 
ces necessary to achieve victory. It 
is eesential and indeed vital for the 
efficient conduct of the war that waste 
ful or unnecessary expenditure should 
be prohibited and that all articles 
capable of being utilized as _ food 
should be conserved. It is beyond 
question that the use of liquor affects 
adversely the realization of this vur- 
pose. 

“The subject has been under consid- 
eration by the war committee of the 
cabinet and the following conclusions 
have been reached: 

(1) Any liquor or beverage contain- 
ing more than 2% per cent. alcohol 
shall be regarded as intoxicating li- 
quor. 

“(2) That importation of intoxica- 
ting liquor into Canada is prohibited 
on and aftr December 24, 1917, unless 
it shall have been actually purchased 
on or before that date for importation 
into Canada, and unless, having been 
so purchased, it is imported into Can- 
ada not later than the 3lst day of 
January, 1918. The final determinaton 
upon any question respecting such 
purchase shall rest with the minister 
of customs. This regulation shall not 
apply to importations for medicinal 
sacramental, manufacturing, or chem- 
ical vurposes. 

“(3) The transportation of liquor 
{nto any part of Canada wherein the 
sale of intoxicating liquor is illegal 
will be prohibited on and after April 
1, 1918. 

“(4; The manufacture of intoxica- 
ting liquor within Canada will be pro- 
hibited on and after a date to be de- 
termined upon further investigation 
and consideration of the actual con- 
ditions of the industry. 

“As above mentioned, the prohibit- 
ion of importation becomes effective 
on Monday next, December 24.

A letter was read regarding help 
for Halifax sufferers from A. P. Camp- 
bell, acting Hon. Sec., of Calgary, ask- 
ing the city to co-operate, but the city 
was unable to attend meeting. The 
Commissioners wired them suggesting 
that the Victory Loan Committee be 
asked to act in the matter. 

After some discussion the following 
motion was passed, 

Moved by Ald. Collison and Day that 
the Commissiofers, with the Reeve 
and Sec.-Treas. of North Red Deer, 
and Mr. E. Michener, be a committee 
to organize the local constituency for 
Halifax relief. 

W. M. Wright wrote the Council 
tendering the city $4,050 in full of 
taxes on Lots 21-22-23, Block F, Park- 
vale. This sum was all he owed, he 
contended. The cheque did not cover 
$9.95, which is a frontage tax for side- 
walk in rear of his property,and which 
he contended he had no right to pay. 
’ The Council did not feel disposed to 
accept this offer and the account will 
be sued if. necessary. 

A number of financial firms of Can- 
ada wrote thanking the Commissioners 
for the annual financial statement 
sent them. 

W. i: Slayton and Cowley, Toledo, 
Ohio, wrote the Commissioners con- 
gratulating them on the city’s finan- 
cial statement. They desired to know 
if the city would care to take up pay- 
ment of treasury notes due on July 
next amounting to $10,000, as the firm 
noticed there were funds already on 
hand for this purpose. 

The Commissioners replied the city 
did not care to take up these bonds 
before maturity as the city’s finances 
could be conducted more satisfactorily 
by having these funds on hand in the 
bank. 

Jno. Perrie, deputy Minister of Mun- 
icipal Affairs wrote the Council that 
no steps will be taken at the forth- 
coming session of the Legislature to 
pass a City Act. There will, however, 
be a bill brought down for a general 
act dealing with all matters relating 
to tax enforcement. This act will 
make the procedure under which our 
municipalities can enforce payment of 
taxes uniform throughout the _pro- 
vince. .
